Excess water 


When the present construction of 
the Wilmington sewer main started, 
this spring, it was evident that there 
was a lot of water present. The Water 
& Sewer Commissioners have had a 
number of meetings with the two prin- 
cipal ‘contractors, The Masoncraft 
Company of Newton, and the Pacella 
Brothers of Plainville. Much of the 
conversation has been about the 
water, which is being found in abun- 
dance. 

Romeo D'Agustino of Masoncraft 
told the commissioners last April that 
there was enough water, at one site to 
"Supply six towns" with~water. 
Pacella Brothers have had a lot of dif- 
ficulty with underground water 
supplies, in the vicinity of the 
Sweetheart Plastics plant. 

Several other locations are causing 
differences of opinion between the 
water commissioners and the con- 
tractors. 

Excess water seems to be the cause 
in each case. Costs are running up, 
and the contractors feel that they are 
entitled to more money than the con- 
tracted price. 

Romeo D'Agustino of Masoncraft 
had a long and detailed talk with the 
Water Commissioners last Thursday. 
The conversation, which was very 
polite, ended with a statement that it 
would be “either arbitration or 
litigation.” 

Romeo did not know what he would 
be doing, with his men, on Tuesday, 
but it probably would not be at the 
Butters Row bridge, nor would it be in 
a site back of Raffi & Swanson, off 
Eames Street. 

The site in back of Raffi & Swanson 
has been discussed on several oc- 
casions. 

In the original surveys only one bor: 
ing was taken, if accounts can be judg- 
ed accurately, in the area betwéen 
Main Street and Eames Street, and 
that led to the conclusion that there 
was an inordinate amoung of material 
such as peat, at the controversial Raf- 
fi & Swanson site. ‘No bottom at 40 
feet"’ was one phrase used several 
weeks ago. 

Three more borings were taken last 
week, by the engineers, Whitman & 
Howard. The borings found “deep 
fine sand" - a material which can flow 
like water, if there is a lot of water. 
The borings were taken to a depth of 
two inches below where the sewer is 
said to be laid. 

‘That, to Romeo D’Agustino was un- 
satisfactory. The borings, he said, 
wouldn't show anything. ‘We can still 
have boiling sand, or maybe there is

ledge two inches below that.” 

Romeo said he was unprepared to 
work under such conditions. George 
Allen, Chairman of the Com- 
missioners agreed that well points 
would be needed (to drain water) but 
he held that the contract did have suf- 
ficient information. Allen was joined 
by an engineer from Whitman & 
Howard who agreed that well points 
were needed, but “it is not a 
justifiable extra (cost). 

Romeo declared that this was a 
case that called for arbitration - a 
judgement by someone who was not in 
the contracting firm, nor in the board 
of Water Commissioners. ‘You have 
paid me for dewatering én conditions 
that are easier than this’ he declared 

The extra costs that he had in- 
curred, he declared “could be of a 
million dollars."" 

Water Commissioners Arthur Smith 
told D'Augustino that “We have to 
follow the engineering advice. If they 
do not see it clear to spend money we 
have no right to spend it.”” 

D'Agustino: “I understand your 
position. I never overcharge, I have 
been very fair. it is going to cost you 
fifty to sixty thousand dollars more." 

Jeff Decker, engineer for Mason- 
craft declared that the firm would be 
in for a loss, if it tried to work back of 
the Raffi & Swanson plant. His state- 
ment: was seconded by D’Agustino, 
who said “‘it (the job behind Raffi & 
Swanson) {s going to cost a lot more + 
You are giving me no choice.”

Where is the 
water coming from? 


The Wilmington Water Department 
is not looking for the ancient bed of 
the Merrimack River, but according 
to at least a few indications, the 
Water Department may have found 
that ancient river, right here in 
Wilmington. 

Two million years ago it flowed 
from New Hampshire, through jto 
Boston, then out to the sea to what is 
now Stellwagon Bank, near Cape Cod. 
This was as it was traced by the late 
Professor Crosby of M.I.T. nearly a 
century ago. Mr, Crosby never 
located where the river was, relative 
to the modern day Wilmington, but he 
did locate it at what was known as the 
Baldwin Crossing, on Main Street in 
North Woburn The ancient 
Middlesex Canal, Crosby said, was 
over the bed of the still more ancient 
Merrimack River 

Eleven thousand years ago the 
glacier diverted the river to the 
Northeast, at what is now Lowell, and 
since then the land that is now 
Wilmington has been (relatively) dry.

Don’t blame the piano player 


The Route 129 Alternative has turn- 
ed out to be a debacle, but don’t blame 
the pinao player - in this case the firm 
of Barnes & Jarnis, of Boston. 

Wilmington half a dozen years ago 
had what has been called the Fred F. 
Cain plan for an alternative to Route 
129. The plans were ready. Money 
was ready. In about a month or so 
bids were to be called for. 

Then Congress passed the En- 
vironmental Protective Act, and the 
whole thing had to go back to the first 
square. Half a dozen years have been 
wasted. Prices have escalated. All 
sorts of plans have been considered. 

It'is notable that Barnes & Jarnis 
has presented a plan which encom- 
passes the Fred F. Cain Plan. Had the 
town been allowed to go ahead there 
might be a better condition along 
Main Street, now. 

‘The Fred F. Cain plan has been ap- 
proved, but only with two dozen added 
thoughts, none of which have much to 
do with the plan 

There must be a new bridge over 
Burlington Avenue - not for 
Wilmington, but because the Boston 
planners want a railroad passenger 
route to Concord. That means the 
freight trains have to come through 
Wilmington and that the railroad 
bridge has to be lifted up. 

Don't blame Barnes & Jarnis. They 
are playing the piano, but they get

‘The various alternative plans for 
Route 129 are almost indigestable 
Particularly so at the Yentile Farm. 

Please. That's a working farm. 
Too many working farms have been 
destroyed in the past few years. 

The proposals to widen Lowell 
Street are not attractive. Fifteen or 
so years ago the town voted against 
this idea. The reasoning is still valid. 

‘And, no matter what happens, there 
will be a new bridge at Wilmington 
Square - not for the people of 
Wilmington, but to improve train traf 
fic conditions to Concord. And at the 
same time there will be a new 
cloverleaf at 93 and 129. 

Put those two necessary ideas to 
good use 

1. Plan the new bridge to go with the 
Fred Cain Highway. After half a 
dozen years of spending money, the 
Fred Cain Highway is still the best 
answer. Combine the two ideas 

Oh, yes, someone will say - the B&M 
(or the MBTA) wants a new bridge 
over Clark Street, if the Fred Cain 
Highway is built 

That's just so much Chutzpah. 

Twenty years ago the B&M took out 
the heavy track for that railroad and 
substituted track for the Toonerville 
Trolley. Now, the public is told, spend 
a few millions just to protect that 
railroad crossing! 

What about the railroad crossing at 
Glen Road, and the one at Salem 
Street? Both of those roads cross that 


their directions from elsewhere. 

Likewise, there will be a four leaf 
clover at Route 93. Fred Cain wanted 
one there, true - but {f was not a part 
of the Fred-F, Cain plan: This is.a 
case where the MBTA might want a 
passenger station at that point, at 
some time in the future. Maybe the 
station will be at Route 125. Anyway, 
it is in the plans now, and Lowell 
Street is to be widened, too. 

The idea of widening Lowell Street 
brought out a number of protestors. 
Fifteen or 20 years ago the Town 
Meeting voted against widening 
Lowell Street. That vote still holds 

Again, don't blame the piano player. 

Widening Lowell Street was not a 
part of the Fred F. Cain Highway. It 
got thrown into the musical pot 
because of ideas from somewhere, 
and Barnes & Jarnis had to accept 
them. 

How much did all this planning cost, 
anyway? Has the government spent 
half a million dollars in the surveys on 
top of surveys. There is, as yet, no 
answer. Just a bunch of angry 
Wilmington residents 

Half a million dollars, half a dozen 
years ago, would have done a lot 
Now the government is saying in 
effect - Yes, You were right, and 
we're going to spend several millions 
more to prove it

Toonerville Track. 

2. Make the existing triangle, Main 
Street, Cross Street and Lowell 
Street, into a one-way circle, going to 
the right 

Widen Cross Street, to maybe 60 
feet. In this way a road can be made 
to Lowell Street without cutting the 
Yentile Farm to pieces. A one-way 
traffic circle can do a lot for the situa- 
tion. 

3. There is nothing that has been 
proven in be a gain in the widening of 
Lowell Street. Many will agree with 
the racetrack concept, which many do 
not want 

Let Lowell Street be widened from 
Route 93 to the new cross road, 
proposed instead of West Street. Let 
there be a traffic light there. 

‘That will give good access to the in- 
dustrial area, and that is an important 
fact 

Children in the Suncrest Acres area 
can be protected, easily, by closing off 
the road to West Street, and putting in 
a new connection Woodland Drive. 
Keep Woodland Drive and Suncrest 
Avenue from becoming through 
roads. It's easy, and it will protect 
the children 

And let us not wait for another half 
dozen years 

Six years ago the cost was half a 
million. Now it is probably $ five 
million. Six years from now it will 
probably be $ fifteen million.
